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MESSAGE FROM THE PRESIDENT 


We sincerely hope that the appearance of this, the first issue of 
the Bulletin on Rehabilitation Counseling, soon will become a signal of sub- 
stantial progress in raising the professional status of rehabilitation coun~ 
seling. The purposes of the organization are set forth in the Constitution: 


eeetO provide close personal and professional relationships; encourage 
research; collaborate with other national and professional organizations; 
fomulate and foster maintenance of standards among rehabilitation 
counselors; and exercise leadership in the developing science and 
profession of rehabilitation counselors, 


The Division is set up in response to the growing consciousness 
that rehabilitation counseling is ready for formal professionalization. We 
believe the work is difficult, requiring a basic knowledge of counseling 
coupled with skillful application in a broad context of diverse activities, 
and special (but not unique) modifications in the area of disability. We 
also declare that rehabilitation counselors should possess attributes of 
mature personality and effective empathy with handicapped individuals, We 
believe that such attributes may be evaluated according to professional 
standards by associates in the same field. We are convinced that rehabil- 
itation counseling is professional in nature, and that practitioners should 
strive to become so in fact, 


' The members of the Division of Rehabilitation Counseling share the 
conviction that, for purposes of professional certification and the setting 
of standards thereof, rehabilitation counselors should affiliate themselves 
with other counselors who work in schools, colleges, universities, employ-= 
ment agencies, and other public and private counseling programs. Hence, 
we have formed as a Division within the American Personnel and Guidance 
Association. The principles, practices, methods and techniques of rehab- 
ilitation counseling share a very substantial common core with counseling 
in general, If rehabilitation counselors divide themselves into a splinter 
group, it appears to us that their professional development will be hinder- 
ed, not advanced. The historical development of other professions, such 
as psychologists, physicians, educators, and social workers, shows that 
splintering into separate organizations makes for weakness, and each of them 
is now united and stronger, All such professions have learned that they 
must work together for maximum effectiveness. Moreover, the development 
of such professional organizations shows an inevitable need for independence 
and freedom so that each may work out its own destiny. 


Hand in hand with the above need is one to associate ourselves with 
other organizations with different purposes, but working most effectively 
for the greater good of the disabled. Today it is natural to join several 
organizations for different but related aims, in keeping with the multi- 
faceted aspects of each person's interests, 


In the light of these aims, the Division of Rehabilitation Counseling 
is shaping its character and its destiny. The Program Committee under 
William Usdane has arranged a fine convention program, presented in this 
issue. The Membership Committee under Abraham Jacobs has initiated its 
plan of action. The Professional Standards Committee under Martin McCavitt 
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is preparing its recommendations on standards of professional membership. 
John Muthard heads the Committee on Publications. The Nominations Com- 
mittee under C. He Patterson has offered its nominees to signify that the 
permanency of a vital, democratic organization is being accomplished. 
And Lloyd Lofquist inaugurates thie Bulletin as a product of his 
Committee. 


We invite others who share our convictions to join with us as soon 
as possible, and to help us in setting firm foundations and courses of 
action. In so doing, we join with other organizations dedicated to the ad- 
vancement of the welfare of handicapped individuals so that they may find 
their rightful share of opportunities in our society and in our time.

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NEW DEVELOPMENTS IN REHABILITATION COUNSELING 


Arkansas 


The University of Arkansas, Fayetteville, inaugurated a rehabilitation 
counselor training program with the beginning of the spring semester, 1958. 


Connecticut 


The Connecticut State Board of Education of the Blind has initiated a 
travel training program with an itinerant instructor. 


Delaware 


A totally blind darkroom technician and a totally blind medical secretary 
have been successfully placed in a Wilmington, Delaware, hospital during 
January 1958, through the Delaware Commission for the Blind. 


Illinois 


Under a new program, Illinois Division of Vocational Rehabilitation district 
counselors interview juniors, seniors and June drop-outs at Illinois 

Braille and Sight Saving School and Illinois School for the Deaf each year. 
The counselors also visit their clients at Illinois' state universities. 


Iowa 


A rehabilitation unit has recently been established in the State Sanatorium 
at Oakdale, Iowa. It is concerned with the development of work tolerance, 
maintenance of job skills, and pre-vocational training. Orientation is 
strongly vocational with RAY WITTRIG, an Iowa D.V.R. counselor, giving 
leadership to the program.

Washington, D.C. 


A survey of the occupations of the deaf in the United States, a project in- 
volving the interviewing of over 10,000 persons, is a joint research venture 
being undertaken by the National Association of the Deaf, Office of Vocational 
Rehabi litation, and the Sociology Office of Gallandet College, Kendall Green. 
The project will be completed sumetime in June 1958. 


A Central Index of Research on the Deaf has been established at Gallaudet 
College, Washington, D.C. The purpose of the Index, which is open to the 
public, is to collect, index, and abstract available research materials on 
the social, economic and psychological aspects of deafness. 
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NEW REHABILITATION PUBLICATIONS 


Arkansas 


A series of seven monographs containing infomation primarily for new rehab- 
ilitation counselors is being prepared as an outgrowth of the Inservice 
Training Program for Rehabilitation Counselors in Arkansas. Five of the 
seven have been issued and two are being prepared. 


Illinois
